Claims 2-7, 
9, and 11-14 have been canceled. Claims 1, 8, and 10 are currently pending. 

As requested, a Notice of References Cited has been attached to this action citing U.S. 
Patent No. 5,240,846 (Collins et al.). 

Applicant's amendments to the claims or cancellation of claims has overcome the 
rejection of claims 1-14 under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, for scope of enablement, the 
rejection of claims 9, 13 and 14 under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, and the rejection of 
claims 1, 6-9, and 13-14 under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Yonemitsu et al. in 
view of Collins et al., or Yonemitsu et al. in view of Teem. 

Amended claims 1,8, and 10 are considered free of the prior art of record and allowed.
